'RICH INDIA PRINCE 
PASSES SUDDENLY

were imposed. He even advocated 
that Germany refuse to sign them 
and only the threat, then firat 
made, to occupy the Ruhr caused 
acceptance by the ministry. 

In his New Year's message to 
the army in 1921 he said, “We 
must keep our sword sharp and 
our shield untarnished. The new 
army will be able to rival the old 
in efficiency. The army must and 
will remain a real national ar- 
my.” 

Early tn 1922 the Allied Com- 
mission of Control came across an 
artillery manual gotten out 
Von Seeckt in which he said, “the 
final object of these instructions 
is preparation for war,” although 
the Treaty of Versailles forbids 
Germany to have any artillery for 
war purposes. 

MILITARISM FOR CHILDREN 

The Christmas season of 1923 
found him advising the German 
people again to hang tin soldiers 
on the trees so their children 
would get the proper idea of help- 
ing “the fatherland to regain its 
former high place in the world.”

Jr., beat out the life of young 
Franks, “for the sake of a thrill.” 
lies strapped to a prison cot, mum- 
bling incoherently to himself and 
shouting vituperations on those 
who come near him. 

The color is gone from his 
cheeks, his hards tremble, his lips 
move slowly as the words come 
stumbling from his throat and a 
seve@-day growth of beard spreads 
over his once proud chin. The 
mind that conceived and carried 
out the “weirdest murder of the 
age,” appears to be shattered. 


VIOLENT DURING FEVER . 

Loeb has been in that condition 
for three days. For the same 
length of time prior he was more 
violent as his fever bobbed up and 
down and t disessze germs 
swarmed through his system. But 
the measles have been cleared up 
and his temperature dropped back 
to normal. 

Herman Adler, State 
criminologist, and his assistant, Dr.

“Proving by practice that Amer- 
ica is anxious to give thera all the 
advantages denied them in their 
native lands, is the quickest and 
surest way to Americanize the im- 
migrants,” declared Allen T. Burns, 
director of the National Informa- 
tion Bureau, in an address given 
yesterday before the City Club. 

“It is ridiculous ‘to try to ob- 
literate from the mftnd and heart 
of the immigrant, the memories 
and love of his mother-country and 
such an attempt has a tendency to 
embitter him,” said Mr. Burns, In- 
stead of employing such a futile and 
apparent unfriendly method to gain 
the loyalty of the newcomer, the 
latter should ba made to under- 
stand that he will be encouraged 
to maintain and develop ali that is 
of value in his character and tra- 
ditions and that, in addition, he 
will receive opportunities which he 
did not possess in the land whence 
he came.” 

Another speaker was Paul U. 
editor of “The Survey.” 
who spoke on “Our Changing 
Frontiers,” predicting, among other 
things, great and beneficial changes 
in society through the study and 
application of the sclence of psy- 
chology. 

“Psychology has been taken out 
of the closet and laboratory and 
the general puvlic Is becoming in- 
terested In discoveries being made 
in the realms of the mind‘and emo- 
tions,” said Mr. Kellogg. “Psycholo- 
sy is finding its way into the 
school, the church, the courts and 
business and industrial institutions 
and we are learning to apply these 
marvelous discoveries to practical 
and constructive purposes.”

BODY LEADS 

TO INQUIRY 
‘Handsome Harry’ Dormer 
Discovered Dead in Home 
He Was Caring For 


Deputy sheriffs last night were 
seeking an explanation of the 
death under puzzling circum- 
stances of Harry N. Dormer, jew- 
eller and playwright, known to his 
friends as “King George” and 
“Handsome English Harry” be- 
cause of his meticulous habits and 
appearance. 

Dormer was found dead at the 
home of Joe Steiger on Washing- 
ton Boulevard, just outside of the 
city limits of Venice. Mr. and Mrs. 
Steiger, investigators said, had left 
him at their home as a caretak- 
er when they departed some time 
ago for a tour of Europe. 

The cause of Dormer’s death 
has not been ascertained. It is 
believed that he probably suc- 
cumbed to a heart attack but the 
Coroner’s office has been notified 
and & post mortem examination 
of the body will be_ made to de- 
termine definitely the manner and 
cause of his death. 

. It is believed that Dormer has 
been dead for several days. He was 
seen Monday. Neighbors broke 


him lying on the bed dead. A 
bottle containing a small quanti- 
ty of liquor was found underneath 
the bed. This is being analyzed by 
County Chemist Walker for traces 
of poison. Dormer was 60 years 
of age.

MEXICO CITY, June 6.—Any- 
body who is anybody will no long- 
er be able to travel about Mexi- 
co free on the National Rallways 
of Mexico. The reorganized gov- 
ernment management of the raill- 
ways has slashed the pass priv- 
llege to a minimum and govern- 
ment officials, excepting the Pres!- 
dent, Cabinet members and a very 
few hich authorities of the ad- 
ministration, will have to pay in 
future. 

The order to abolish passes wil! 
net the railways some 16,000,000 
pesos yearly if the same amount 
of treve) is kept up as was the 
case hy pass bearers last year. 

Eight thousand passes have been 
issued yearly on the railways of 
late and these, tt ts estimated, 
would ordinarily have brought i[n 
an average of 2000 pesos yearly. 
or a*total of 16,000,000 3, 
which toe a virtually bankrupt 
concern like the National Rai!l- 
ways of Mexico is an amount not 
to be disregarded. 

In the past tq travel on a reg- 
ular ticket was‘ almost unknown 
to anyone who had the alightest 
influence in Mexico. If the pros- 
pective traveler was not able to 
go direct to some official of the 
railways and ask for a pass, he 
was never unable to call upon 
some third person to obtain the 
free ride for himself and family. 
In fact a number of 
officials have been charged wit 
carrying on «@ lucrative 
in ogtaining and then selling 
one-third the value of 
the inary ticket or even for as 
low as a figure of $5 fer a pass 

covering a distance it would take 
$100 to ueal with a paid ticket. 

Of the list of 8000 pass-holders 
are marked some. members 
of commercial firms here, who 
enjoyed this courtesy from the 
rafiway in recognition of the 
freight business they supplied the 
lines. They will have to pay in 
the future as will government ern- 
ployees, Deputies, Senators and the 
rest of privileged folk in Mexi- 
co. FPolitictans of low and hign 
standing never thought of travel- 
ing unless she ride was free. Re- 
cent figures complied by the new 
management shows that in some 
cases 90 per cent of first-clazs 
coach and Pullman passengers 
traveled passes.

Most of the losses to the 
State bankers during the deflation 
period came from the teriants who 
went broke by reason of the price 
drop and their inability to han- 
_ their finances on a falling mar- 
et. 

The bank over which Mr. Steph- 
ens presides and a number of oth- 
ers in the State each employ an 
agricultural expert whose services 
are available to farmers who are 
in a financial corner because of 
mistakes of judgment or bad luck. 
He has been able to save a num- 
ber of bank loans by showing how 
a quick turn may be made. If, for 
instance, a farmer ig found with 
feed On hand but nothing to feed 
it to. The bank expert buys some 
live stock and uses the feed to 
fatten it for market, thus getting 
out enough money to pay off the 
— and put the farmer on his 
eet. 


FARMS UNDER FINANCED 


The small banks cannot ‘afford 
to hire such experts, but their 
customers need such assistance. 
and the plan now is to teach the) 
bankers themselves enough about 
agricultural problems to make their | 
advice worth something. The short 
courses available at the State Agri- 
cultural College are to be changed | 
for the bankers’ class so that they 
may get as much as possibile in 
as short a time as possible. The, 
first session of the bankers’ schoo) 
will be short, but if i goes over 
future courses offered will be 
longer. 

“The weak point in the agricul-' 
tural system in Sebraska,” says 
Mr. Stephens, that many farm-, 
ers are underfinanced and as many | 
are short of knowledge of their.

Back in 1904 
Ralph Rose, holder of the world’s 
record in event at 61 feet, put the 
ball 47 feet 1-4 Inch, while com- 
peting for Michigan. Schwarz 
made his record-breaking put after 
the regular competition and it will 
‘be allowed. 

The disputed record was made 
‘by Fred Alderman of the Michigan 
Aggies, who stepped the furlong or 
220 yards in 21 12-100s. This per- 
formance bettered the conference 
mark of 21 1-58. made by Wlison 
of Iowa in 1923. As there was a 
strong wind blowing at the time 
it will be a matter for the confer- 
ence managing committee to de- 
termine whether the record will 
stand.

E proximity of Zion National 
Park and Bryce Canyon to 
Los Angeles is rapidly mak- 
ing it one of the most popular 
of the national parks in the coun- 
try, according to local cials of 
the Union Pacific Railroad, who 
have been keeping a careful check 
on the travel to the Utah district 
from this part of the country. 
Zion Park is only a day's trip 
from Los Angeles and th cou- 
pled with the fact that the park 
Opened itg season May 15, has 
caused a great amount of travel 
by tourists wishing to visit one of 
the national parks but not wishing 
to take too long a trip in order 
to do so. 
This year is the first that the 
park has really been able to pre- 
sent its beauties te the public in 


proper fashion, according to the 
rail officials and the National Park 
Service. In the past there were 
practically no accommodations

The era of speculation, regula- 
tion, granger legislation and re- 
ceiverships in the railroads from 
1870 to 1880 is adequately de- 
scribed, and then the era of un- 
restricted expansion and the be- 
ginning of Federa! regulation of 
the railroads. Between 1890 and 
1900 railroad construction slowed 
up because of the tremendous 
competition, and ulation. From 
1900 to 1910, regulations became 
more stringent, rebates were final- 
ly suppressed and rate-fix author- 
ity was lodged in a Federal. Com- 
mission. The ralilrvads in this pe- 
riod also experienced their worst 
floods and earthquakes. The re- 
maining chapters tell of the part 
layed by the railroads in the 
Worla War, the era of huge ter- 
minal construction and rapid im- 
provement, government control 
and the expansion which has 
made the nation the greatest in 
point of railroad mileage in the 
world.

COLLEGE CONTEST 

In conducting the National Intercolle 
giate Oratorical Contest on the Constitu- 
tion, which came to its climax Friday in 
Philharmonic Auditorium, the Better Amer- 
ica Federation has rendered a distinct and 

outstanding service to the nation. : 
For several decades in the history of 
American education there has been a grow-. 


ing tendenty to either neglect entirely the 
study of our basic instituttons or to brazenly 
incite and inflame student sentiment against 


our whole system of government. 

Heretofore in our colleges anarchy and 
revolution have too often been presented 
as the great adventure and ordered liberty 
has been treated as too dull and uninterest- 
ing for voluntary consideration on the part 
of students. Perhaps the most significant 
feature of the oratorical contest movement 
has been that it has served to reawaken 
students and teachers in our institutions of 
higher learning to the fact that the Con-| 
stitution is not a dead but a living thing 
and that discussions of it can be made thrill- 
ing to young and old alike. ys 

In this connection it is worth recalling 
that the audience which filled the largest 
auditorium in the city Friday night was not 
drawn by any purely local appeal. The 
seven national finalists were from seven, 
different sections of the country. It just 
so happened that in the semifinal meeting 
for the Pacific Coast States, held at Stan- 
ford University, the California institutions 
(all of them having participated in the con- 
test) lost out to the representative of the 
University of Oregon.

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—The 
desirability and practicability of 
using radio tf exploration, particu- 
larly in the unmapped tropics has 
demon- 
strated by the Grazilian Amazonas 
and Venezuelan Guayana expedi- 
tion headed by Dr. Hamilton Rice 
of New York. John W. anson, 
radio inspector in the New Yor 
district, returned on the Ist 
after nearly a year’s leave spent in 
the Brazilian wilds as Dr. Rice's 
radio aide, According to Inspector 


Swanson, who expects to take up 
his official work for the Depart- 


is pioneer work in tropica] radio 
communication goes to Dr. Rice. 
The recent trip was the third radio- 
expedition into southern 


ngies. 
Exploration parties of the future 
need never be out of touch with 
thelr bases or the world centers 
either, Mr: Swanson insists, if they 
carry proper equipment, plenty of 
spares and radio experts. Although 
thie party spent several months in 
the heart of North-Central] Brasil- 
fan forests, amid wild life and far 
from sources of supply. they were 
constantly in touch with their own 
base or the Brazilian station at 
Manaos and the outside world by 
two-way communication. Ordi- 
narily communication with the 
States was carried *on the 
field, through the bage station WJS 
at Boa Vista on the Rio Branco, 
operated by Thomas McCabe 
Norfolk. However, Mr. Swatikon 
‘also communicated directly with 
many amateurs fm the States b 
means of nis field equipment fro 
deep within the unexplored north- 
tributaries of the Amazon. 
eaming up the Amazon to Ma- 
naos, which is almost in the center 
of Northern Brazil, the small party 
of. whites disemberked early last 
spring and prepa their field 
equipment. It included a launch, 
a fiying® boat, several canoes and 
their radio appargtus. It had to 
be assembled and. tested before 
going up the Rio Branco to their 
base at a Vista. Here the main 
transmitter was set up. Its call 
was WJS. actually Mr. Swanson's 
initials, with the 7. and W. trans- 
|posed so as to conform with Unit- 
ed States call signals. This sta- 
tion, a 600-watt long-wave affatr, 
maintained dally communication 
with the Brazilian station 8QM at 
Manaos and many other distant 
stations, as well as the adyance 
party up the river. This was de- 
cidedly beneficial, as mail came up 
the river only once in two montha, 
whereas radio kept the station 
posted each day on world events.

In addition the B 
battery consumption will be much 
higher than normal and the B 
battery life will be greatly shert- 
ened.

help her in her factory and 
shop and sends out traveling 
salesmen all over the country. 

Mrs. Grassell, who has been 
identified with the club and 
social life of Pasadena, ever 
sinee she-came there ten years 
ago, was active in Red Croes 
work during the war. After 
that she felt she could never 
be idle’again. Everybody was 
doing’ things for the boys. She 
belleved there were just as 
many girls needing work, help, 
encouragement. e had the 
altruistic desire to give assist- 
ance, ‘but she also had the 
practical ambition to start a 
business which would be a 
financial success, so she began 
in a very small way. 

First Mrs. Grassell went to 
Chicago and, incognito, went 
into a candy factory and 
learned the business. Her first 
five pounds of candy she made 
over a chafing dish in her own 
room in the Maryland Hotel.

Angeles,, “but wildcats. They are the common house cats gone 
wild.” 

“The San Joaquin Valley,” he explained, “is alive with birds, 
young rabbits and small game. House cats which learned to 
catch these creatures have become predatory. Many have for- 
saken their homes to live on what they can get in prowling and 
it is no uncommon sight to find these cats slinking about in the 
orchards and fields, as wild as March hares.” oa 

Mr. Moore told of one of his neighbors who owned a beauti- 
ful “tiger” cat, a tawney, yellow creature, which ran away from 
home to live wild in the groves. It had been an unuswally af- 
fectionate, gentle feline when its home was in a house, but it

But among thousasds of 
interior denizens the real com- 


pensation for a humdrum Ie is 
grunion fishing. 

| It is the great nocturnal sport 
of the summer time. Let a full 
moon show up, and immediately 
in its wake are flivvers- and flap- 
pers, limousines and  Laurettes, 
noses pointed beachward about 
midnight. For it seems that 
grunion perform only after the 
time when Willie should be in 
bed, and just betore the milkman 
is taking his last yawn. 

Grunion, to a million persons in 
Southern California is synonymous 
with the jabberwock. They think 
you want to play a snipe hunting 
game on them when you invite 
them out. 

But no less a personage than 
Prof. Will H. Thompson, -fish 
scientist of California, says its real 
and not a hoax, this quest of the 
srunion. He has ust finished a 
treatise on “Why and What is the 
Grunion.” 

Recently there occured another 
phenomenal run of grunion along 


the Southern California beaches 
from Terminal Island to San Juan, 
and wet, tired and happy geet 
fiends returned home just in time 
to catch the cat at the milk bottle, 
laden, more or less, with the 
fingerling fish, a toothsome mess.

-SEQUOIAS BEAR HIS NAME 
A Famoes end Legned Cherohee-Sequoysh 


Few realize that the origin of tile 
jname now given the giant trees of 
California is Cherokee Indian who 
came to the western coast eighty 
years ago. He was named Se- 
qnoyah and was a learned tribes- 
‘}man who made tlie perilous journey 
out here to teach some of his race 

While in California he met » 
French botanist who was studying 
the plants and trees of the West 
As a tribute to the remarkable 
character of Sequoyah he nemed 
the trees “Sequoia Gigantea,” and 
they are still called by that term. 
The picture here reproduced ig an 
ancient likeness showing Sequoyah 
from the Cherokee alpha- 


ee be so, for within a few years 
after the printing press came 733,- 
800 pages of matter were issued, 
and before Sequoyah died at San 
Fernando 4,000,000 pages of Cher- 
okee reading were printed. 

The direct results of Sequoyah’s 
great invention are so many and 
far-reaching .that they seem in- 
credible to stranger ears. Within 
a period of ten years these Indi- 
ans ceased to be 
came Christians, that is, ex- 
cept the great Indian himself; he 
remained a pagan until] his death, 
steadily and strongly refusing to 
give up the theology of his an- 
cestors. The first temperance so- 
ciety organized in the United States 
was that of the Cherokees. The 
names of their youth are now on 
the alumni from Stan- 
ford University in the West to 
Vassar and Dartmouth Colleges in 
the Bast, and a Cherokee, Senator 
Robert L. Owen of Oklahoma, is 
one of the two men who prepared 
the law for the American banking 
system known as the Federal Re- 
serve Act.

SOUTHLAND POET EIVES 
IN QUAINT CASTLE BUILT, ° 


_ BY HIM GENERATION AGO) 


Indian tribe, who once lived there. 
If you lpok upward, as you come 
to a certain turn, you will see 
a gray tower standing ouf in the 
forested hillside. It ig Woreland 
Castle, the home of Isaac J. Frazee, 
Calfornia’s poet of Indian life. 


Forty years ago Mr. Frazee 
brought his bride, the daughter of 
an old Louisville family, to this 
place. They selected a beautiful 
spot overlooking the valley, and on 
it Mr. Frazee built this castle from 
stones which he found, near by. 
He was assisted bya Scotch stone- 
mason, otherwise the work was 
his own. Perhaps this also explains 
why the castle is of medineval 
Scotch design so like those that 
adorn the crags of the north of 
Scotland. 


The timber used in the interior 
work of the castle ,has also an 
interesting history. In 1798 it wag 
brought for thirty miles on the 
shoulders of Indian carriers from 
Palomar Mountain to San Lais 
Rey, to be used in the construc- 
tion of the mission. The Indians 
‘who worked in relays, were for- 
bidden to let.the beams tauch the 
ground. If one did so, it was con- 
sidered contaminated and unfit for 
use in the sacred edifice. Mr. 
Frazee obtained some of this un- 
fit timber, which had lain outside 
the mission for nearly a hundred 
years, for use in building his cas- 
tle. 

All around Woreland Castle are 
momentos of the Pamoosa In- 
dians. There is a rock in back of 
the castle which in profile looks 
like an old man. In winter a 
stream of water gushes from the 
chin, giving the effect of a long, 
white beard. This figure was high- 
ly. revered by the Indians. Op- 
posite the castle, on one of the 
cliffs, is an Indian painting, its 
brilliant colors undimmed by time 
and the elements. Mr. Frazee 
interprets it as a signpost, pointing 
the way to a water-hole. The 
Frazee family has found hun- 
dreds of mortars-and ollas and oth- 
er Indian belongings in the vicin- 
ity. Lewis J. Frazee, a son, re- 
cently unearthed a set of mor- 
tare inscribed with signs of the Zo- 
diac, and is discovering interest- 
ing correspondences between these 
relics and some brought forth from 
the tombs. of Egypt. 

It is natural enough, that in 
such surroundings, Isaac Frasee's 
genius should have turned .to the 
Indian as a subject. Mr. Frazee 
fe an authority on the history, 
languages and customs of the Call- 
fornia Indian. He has written a 
series of monographs on these sub- 
jects, ag well as innumerable po- 
ems. He is .also a landsciipe

Caviar, Choice Laxury 

- The world’s largest storehouse of 
caviar is said to be the one located 
in Hamburg, Germany, and admin- 
istered solely as a soviet Russian 
government monopbdly. It is from 
this warehouse that virtually all 
shipments of this favorite relish of 
Kings and Czars of olden times 
are sent to New York, Paris, Lon- 
don and other centers. The fish 
roe, pressed and salted, is shipped 
from Petrograd in barrels packed 
away here in a central house, 
and then sold according to the de- 
mands of the trade. 

Caviar today is on® of the most 
expensive luxuries of European 
tables, that is, outside of Russia. 
In Berlin it retails for about $22 
a pound. In Petrograd or Moscow

VIGILANTE JUSTICE 
: IN N THE SIXTIES 


The who de- 
livered that territory of such no- 
torious gangs as Henry Plummer‘s 
in the "60s, were nothing if not 
methodical in their self-appointed 
task. Besides Plummer’s band of 
road agents and murderers, to 
which a total of 102 deaths alone 
is credited, the population of the 
gold fields numbered many fugi- 
tives from justice from al parte 
of the country. 

In many places the lawless ele- 
ment was totally superior in force 
to the honest citizen group, which 
was driven to the establishment 
of a vigilance committee to pro- 
tect lives and property. Out- 
numbered as they were, the vig- 
flantes worked in secret and as 
mystehiously as possible, their 
principal tools were the mask and 
the rope. Some time during the 
night a white card, always ex- 
actly seven by nine inches and 
bearing the numerals 3-7-77 in 
black ink, was pinned on the tent 
or tacked on the door of the dés- 
perado who had been sentenced to 
banishment at a secret meeting of 
the vigilance committee. 

The man who received such a 
notice knew whence it come and 
what it meant. “Pack up and leave 
within twenty-four hours or swing 
on the second night.” If he had 
the least glimmering of sense he 
also knew the warning was no 
bluff. 

The vigilantes held no public 
trials but if sometimes a mistake 
was made and the victim appealed 
for a review of the facts through 
certain channels, he was certain 
of a second hearing. In such a 
case a midnight tribunal was held 
which reconsidered and sometimes 
reversed the sentence. More often 
it reaffirmed the banishment with 
a second placard, against which 
there was no appeal.

concrete can be made from crushed 
limestone or hollow tile waste. The 
only drawback to the use of such’ 
material is the angularity of the 
pieces, which makes the concrete 
flow lees readily and makes it hard- 
er to handle by the methods used 
in large construction enterprises. 
This drawback can be remedied by 
oversanding, the bureau believes.

The Department of Agriculture 
reveals that corn is a most vVer- 
@atile plant. At least 146 com- 
modities are obtained as by-prod- 
ucts of the annual crop, including 
sich dissimilar iteme as prono- 
graph records, shaving soap, shoe 
heels, face powder, cigarette hold- 
ers, axle grease, gun powder, punk 
and shoe polish. 

These are all largely derived 
from the cobs, stalks and blades. 
which now far exceed the value 
of the corn fteelf. The depart- 
ment states that the corn crop to- 
day is more profitable to the pub- 
lie than any other, yielding as 
Goes, not only a veritable depart- 
ment, grocery and hardware store 
of commodities, but supplying what 
is, in the last analysis, the most 
valuable food both to humans and 
animals. 

It is estimated that fully 40 per 
eent of the total crop it¢ fed to 
hogs: 20 per cent to horses, and 
15 per cent to cattle. Practically 
4,000,000 acres of corn are an- 
nually converted into silage and 
fmmense quantities are employed 
as food in various forms for hu- 
man beings and animals.

Detroit. Conference First of 


{EXCLASIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Radio 
broadcasting in the North Ameri- 
can continent has now come to 
such a pass that conferences with 
our radio neighbors across our 
borders are necessary in order to 
minimize the interference between 
broadcasting stations. The confer- 
ence between the Canadian and 
United States radio officials con- 
ducted at Detroit the 4th inst., was 
the first ofa series of similar ses- 
sions which may sodn be held with 
Mexico, Cuba and probably some 
of the Central American countries, 
if broadcasting increases within 
their boundaries, . 

Ever since the last radio confer- 
ence here, at which Director of 
Radio Cc. P, Edwards of Canada 
Was present, the assignments of 
wave lengths in Canada and the 
United States have been made with 
careful regard to adjacent stations 


across the border and some inter- 
ference has been avoided. Early 


of Comm took action on the 
six following wavs channels which 
gave Canada the unrestricted use 
of them for broadcasting if it was 
so desired: 291.1, 312.3 329.5, 366.9, 
410.7, and 434.6 meters.

SIX EXCLUSIVE WAVES

Department of Interior Has 
Expert Staff 


Knotty Problems Involved in 
Indian Affairs 
Secretary is Guardian of All 
Tribal Funds 


[EXCLUSIVE 

WASHINGTON, June 6. — Al- 
though the principal function of 
the Department of the Interior is to 
render public services in reclaiming 
arid lands, in operating the na- 
tional parks, caring for the In- 
dians, making geological surveys, 
handling the public domain, safe- 
guarding the lives of miners, pay- 
ing pensions to old soldiers and 
many other sundry activities, it is 
not generally known that it is also 
one of the legal branches of the 
government. 

Due to the fact that Congress has 
vested quasi-judicial authority in 
the Secretary of the Interior over 
many questions coming before him 
for settlement, there is a veritable 
maze of legal wérk in the Interior 
Department. This consists of for- 
mulating decisions and opinions, 
constructing statutes, weighing 
testimony, hearing arguments on 
appeals, reviewing testimony, pre- 
paring contracts and every other 
variety of legal procedure. 

In order to perform these tasks, 
the Interior Department has 2315 
employees engaged in legal work, 
while there are 150 attorneys who 
devote their entire time to law 
probiems arising in the administra- 
Practically all 
of the bureaus have their legal 
staffs. 


MULTITUDE OF LAWS 

The General Land Office, in its 
control and disposition of the pub- 
lic domain of the United States 
through homesteading, sale and 
leasing, is, compelled to deal with 
the execution of a multitude of 
laws. Every application for a 
homestead entry, mineral permit, 
Placer mining claim or lease on 
public lands must be the subject 
of a legal review. 
The Secretary of the Interior, 


| through the Bureau of Indian Af- 


fairs, is the guardian of the In- 
dians and administrator of their 
vast billion-dollar estate. Heirship 
work, examining and probating 
wills of deceased Indians, allot- 
ment of lands to the Indians, han- 
dling their tribal and individual 
funds, making oil, gas, coal and 
other mineral leases on Indian 
lands, drawing contracts in the 
sale of timber on Indian reser- 
vations and adjudicating irrigation 
and water rights of the Indians 
summarizes the many legal duties 
of the Indian Office. The number 
of attorneys in the Indian Service 
necessary to handle these activi- 
ties total thirty-five, 

In the construction, operation 
and maintenance and administra- 
tion of Federal irrigation projects, 
the Bureau of Reclamation is con- 
fronted with an array. of legal 
problems. Settlement of water 
rights, preparing contracts for the 
buildifg of irrigation works, pur- 
chase of machinery, equipment 
and other materials, acquisition 
and easements over lands needed 
for project development are mat- 
ters requiring the service of mem-

PENSION BUREAU 


The Pensjon Bureau, charged 
with the awarding and payment of 
Claims for pensions from the gov- 
ernment by veterans of our various 
wars, is confronted with many 
legal perplexities. Reviewing of 

claims for both pensions and boun- 

ty land, issuance of certificates in 
claims allowed, preparing legal 
Opinions on pension matters, ad- 
judicating guardiansMMps of pen- 
sioners, claims for annuities under 
the retirement law necessitates the 
continual employment of nine at- 
torneys, whose time is devoted ex- 
clusively to these legal duties. 

Decisions made by the heads of 
the various bureaus of the Interior 
Department on any question, 
whether legal or administrative, 
coming before them, are not con- 
ciusive, The Secretary of the In- 
terior is the final arbiter. For 
the purpose of properly handling 
these appeals, the Secretary has 
his own legal division, known as 
the Solicitor’s office. . The Solicitor 
has a corps of twenty-four attor- 
neys under him. 

With this tremendous law busi- 
ness to be transacted in the In- 
terior Department, the question 
naturally arises as tc legal talent 
being employed to perform it. The 
records show that the department 
has the very best legal ability. Of 
the 150 attorneys employed, all 
hold degrees from the best law 
schools, coileges and universities 
in the country. 

Not only are these attorneys 
graduates from universities from

JUMPING BEAN: 
CROP LIMITED 


(BY CABLE—ExcUSI DiIsPATCH) 

MEXICO CITY, June 6.—Mex- 
ico thrives on beans; there is the 
eating variety—with tortillas (a 
flat pancake) the staff of life 
of the people — and the variety 
which is a small combined flora- 
metamorphic object commonly 
known as the Mexican jumping 
bean. It is much sought after by 
tourists, but the supply, although 
it is more plantiful than the Mex- 
ican hairless dog, is far beneath 
the requirements of American curio 
stores in the United States. 

Figures available as regards the 
exportation of jumping beans to 
the United States run from 100,- 
000 to 2,000,000 yearly, according 
to, the dryness of the prerainy 
spring months’ sedson in Mexico, 
which is the time when the bean 
developes its calesthentic abilities. 
Many inquires are received here 
continually for information as to 
where the beans can be bought 
price and other details. 


WARM SURFACE 

These flower-animals are wont 
to exhibit their Marathon powers 
to better advantage if placed on a 
warm surface, although they ob- 
ject to intense heat. A dozen of 
them placed on an ordimary table 
in the sunlight will be found ca- 
pering on the floor if left a few 
minutes. When in less active frame 
of mind they roll, but have been 
known to jump a distance of two 
feet. 

“What makes them jump?” is the 
question tourists invariably ask. 

‘They jump because there is a 
worm in the shell. This worm is 
a small white article of the mag- 
got species; he is ly satis- 
fied with his shell, it ig hig home, 
and he has no desire for a hap- 
pier one.” explains Thomas G. 
Weston, Mexico expert on jumping 
beans, who for many years has 
cornered the market in his pet 
product here. 

Since he established himself 
here thirty years ago, coming from 
the United States, he has been 
buying and selling jumping beans. 
With the profits of this peculiar 
still undeveloped “wealth of Mex- 
ico,” Mr. Watson has acquired a 
considerable fortune in Mexica City 
real estate, 

The scientific name of the beans 


is carpocapsa saltitans, or grapho-|™ 
lita sebastianiae, at least entomo- ot 


logists so refer to the thing when 
in scientific debate on it. 

The bean is very sensitive to 
touch and if picked ripe will some 
times retain its athletic activities 
for as long as a period as nine 
months. April is he month in 
which most of them are procur- 
able. They come from the States 
of Guerrere, Sonora and Veracruz. 
The worm takes a bite from the 
inside of the cone, a fourth of 
an tnch-sized shell, or he may get 
tired and want to turn over. This 
movement on his part causes the 
bean to jump or roll, Kind-heart- 
edly inclined persons have believed 
that the little larvae—codling moth 
specimen would welcome an out- 
let and air, but if a pin point 
plerce is made in the shell the 
little creature will return § the fa- 
vor by immediately getting buty 
and weaving a web across the 
opening. At the same time, if 
shipped through the mall, it is nec- 
essary to pierce the box they 
travel in with holes although ap- 
parently the shell is airtight. For 
obvious reasons they are not con- 
sumed as food. 


SEED OF SHRUBS. 
The jumping bean is the seed or 
bean of certain small shrubs which 
thrive in arid regions. <A single 
generation is produced each year. 
The insect lays its eggs, so far as 
is known, on the fruit when in an 
immature stage and the covering 
is still soft. The plants from 
which they are obtained are’ mem- 
bers of the botanical family Eu- 
phorbiacede and gehera Sebas- 
tiania and Groton. The  »bean 
could be likened to the chinquapin 
nut which grows in Texas and 
California. Last year heavy rains 
practically killed the crop, but 
Mexico City curio shops are look- 
ing forward to a better time dur- 
ing the present month, but the 
supply has never been enough to 
satisfy buyers ih the United 
States. One Chicago dealer has 
already sent in his order for 100, - 
000 of the beans.

Dwellers of both city ahd coun- 
try, however, took very kindly to/ 
the so-called coal oil that began 
to appear in commercial quantities 
almost three-quarters of a century 
ago. The old glass lamp, with its 
fragile chimney—sometimes with

from the base on a siim. stem or 
handlie—wasg possessed by almost 
every family. 

Such a lamp gave many times 
the light obtained from a tallow 
candie and was less trying to the 
eyes because of its steadiness. But 
there remained a serious draw- 
back in the offensive odor and a 
tendency to clog up in the wick 
and either refuse to burn at all or 
to smoke up the chimney. Fre- 
quent boiling of the burner and 
wick was necessary in order to 
avoid these troubles. . 

The improvement over the can- 
dle was a tremendous step in ad- 
vance, and the possibilities of this 
new illuminant seemed so great 
that it led to intensive scientific 
investigation of methods to im- 
prove distillation and clarify the 
resuitant distillates. While com- 
paratively small quantities of 
petroleum find their way into the 
illuminating field as a lamp fuel 
today, the demand for coal oil or 
kerosene half a century or more 
ago undoubtedly ‘provided the in- 
centive for development of which 
we now reap the benefit. 

The gas engine of Otto and his 
successors was then in its experi- 
mental stage. The advantages of 
mineral lubricating oils were only 
partly understood and high speed 
machinery had entered but a few 
fields. 


ESTABLISH PLANTS 
Distillation plants were first 
established in the United States for 
the production of so-called coal oil 
from coal and srale. When Kier in 
1865 was successful in distilling 
as good a product commercially 
from crude petroleum obtained 
from his father’s “brine” welts, the 
established plants were adapted to 
‘the use of petroleum as furnishing 
the product much more cheaply. 
The so-called “cracking  prod- 
ess,” concerning which there has 
been so much talk during the last 
two or three years, was accident- 
ally discovered in the early days 
of petroleum distillation. 

A man in charge/of a sixteen- 
barre! stil! at Newark, N. J., built 
up a strong fire under his stil) aft. 
er about half the contents had been 
distilled off. He then left it with 
the intention of returning within 
an hour, but was away for about 
four hours. He found on investi- 
gation that a lighter grade of dis- 
tillate than that which had been 
coming from the condenser was 
being produced. Tests were made

the distillate had condensed upon 
the cooler upper part of the still, 
and had dropped back to a point

cient to disassociate its constituent 


parts and furnish a further supply 

of lighter gravity than could be ob- 

oe by ordinary straight distil- 
on. | 


WAS PROCESS BEGINNING 

This was the beginning of the 
“cracking process” which uced 
the less valuable intermediate hy- 
drocarbons into kerosene or gaso- 
line of greater value. . 

A century © a process of 
treatment of distillates with sul- 
phurie acid and soda lye is sald to 
have beén introduced by Eichler at 
Baku _in the Caspian oll fields. This 
process has been found the most 
satisfactory in removal of impurt- 
ties. It removes the aromatic hy- 
drocarbons, fatty and other acids, 
phenols, tarry products. and com- 
pounds which lower the quality of 
the oil. ‘The sulphuric acid re- 
moves some of the impurities and 
the tye, not only removes the re- 
mainder, but neutralizes the acid. 
Litharge is also used as & 
final purifying agent, as it reacts 
with the objectionable’ sulphur, 
forming insoluble lead sulphide. 


KEROSENE MOST VALUABLE 

In the early days kerosene was 
much the more valuable product 
and the lighter distillates, gaseo- 
line, naphtha and benzine, were 
not always entirely driven off be- 
fore distillation of the kerosene 


was started. This resulted in 1l- 
luminating oille—particularly of 
the ¢heaper gradese—that were 


highly inflammable and high flash 
tests were legally established 
throughout the country as a safety 
measure. 

When the automobile began to 
make itself felt as a consumer of 
gasoline, the conditions were reé- 
versed and the distillation contin- 
ued slightly beyond the margin be- 
tween gasoline and kerosene; mak- 
ing for arvery high flash test for 
the kerosene and detracting only 
slightly from the. volatility of the 
gasoline, while adding somewhat 
to its power. 

Increase| in the size of stills as 
the ind grew reduced the cost 
of distilla , while improvements 
in the form and design of stilis 
were made from time to time. 


GET PATENT IN 1867. 

A patent was issued In 1867 to A. 
H. Tait and Joseph W. Avis of New 
York for “improvements in appara- 
tus for distilling petroleum, etc. 
Their still was provided with com- 
partments to care for the distilla- 
tion of the various “fractions” 
such as kerosene, gasoline, 
naphtha—and in the lower gravi- 
ties—of the light and heavy lubri- 
cating oils. 

Samuel A. Hill and 
Thumm of Oj! City, were is- 
sued a patent in 1870 for “im- 
provements in apparatus for distil- 
ling hydrocarbon oils.” Samuel 
Van Syckles of Titusville, Pa., was 
awarded a patent in 1877 to cover 
a series of stills with automatic 
control of oil. Redistillation was 
provided either automatically or 
progressively, while the use of su- 
perheated steam agitated the oils 
in the still and materially reduced 
the temperatures n , ther-

BILL CODIFIES ROAD LAWS 


Relative to Bill 
589, W. F. Mixon, secretary of 
the California Highway Commis- 
sion has made the following state- 

Assembly bill No. 589, intro 
4uced by Assemblyman Melville of 
Fort Brags.” which was signed by 
Gov. Richardson, is a bill having 
the sanation of the Highway Com- 
mission. It codifies the laws per- 
to the administrative du- 
ties of the commission and clarifies 
certain points which have arisen 
under the separation of that de- 
partment from the Department of: 
Public Works. 

most important provision 
of the bill is one whieh directs 
the Highway Commission to main- 
tain all traversable roads, which 
have come into the system by el- 
ther legislative act vr the various 
bond issues, a provision which 
means a very great deal ip the 


‘limmediate future of travel condi- 


tions. There are over 1000 miles 
of these roads in the system, which 
in the past have not had mainte- 
nance care. . 


CARE FOR REMOTE ROADS 


“This provision in the new law 
insures reasonable care, mainte- 
nance and improvement of this 
mileage of highways, much of 
whieh is in more or less remote 
sections of the State. The trained 
maintenance forces of the commis- 
sion may now give some measure 
of relief to those communities that 
have waited patiently since the 
first bond issue of 1909 for some 
sort of service. The maintenance 
and gradual improvement of these 
roads will, in the course of a few 
years, provide a well constructed 
system that to all intents and pur- 
poses will serve the communities 
in a splendid until ultimate 
or final constru mn can be un- 
dertaken. — 

“This provision of the new land 
is in accord with one of the reo- 
ommendations of the highway com- 
imittee of nine and has had the 
indorsement. of practically every 
Board of Supervisors of the State, 
together with numerous chambers 


“lof commerce, farm bureaus and 


other semipublic organizations. 


MAY TAKE OVER STREET 


“The bill also provides that the 
Highway Commission shall take 
over one street in towns of not 
more than 2500 population as a 
part of the highway system, where 
the street is a connecting link of 
this system.

“Another important provision of 
the bill is that which authorizes 
the Highway Commission to ac- 
quire or obtain rights of way and 
to alter or revise the present align- 
ment of highways when the best 
interest of the traveling public de- 
mand. is a provision of the 
utmost importance when a com- 
pleted highway system is contem- 
plated. 

“In the reconstruction progra 
being carried-on by the Siku 
Commission it is frequently found 
that by realignment or the elimina- 
tion of excessive grades a more 
travelable highway can be bullt at 
an equal or lesser amount than 
would be the case if the old high- 
way was reconstructed. . 

“Another provision of the new 
law authorizes the Highway Com- 
en under certain conditions, 

to municipalities portions 

State highway system, which 
rate in reality become city streets 
by reason of the extension of in- 
corporated areas. There are many 
instances in California where this 
situation obtains. Petitions have 
been filed from time to time with 
the commission by municipal au- 
thorities requesting the ceding of 
such portions of the kighway sys- 
tem to the municipal authorities. 
Up to the time of signing of this 
bill by Gov. Richardson, no law 
prevailed whereby such action 
could be taken. A number of cities 
in California are now preparing 
to take over such streets, under the 
provision of this act. 

“The bill also provides that the 
Highway Commission shal! have 
authority to acquire by donation. 
dedication, lease or purchase, in- 
cluding right of condemnation, 
lands adjoining or near the high- 
ways and within 300 feet on each 
side of the center line of State 
highways for parks or trees. This 
provision of the law will permit the 
Highway Commission to add to the 
beauty of a highway route when 
‘thought advisable and as funds will 
permit. The commission is also 
authorized to acquire lands to per- 
fect or increace the visibility 
where obstructed views tend to itn- 
terfere with the safety of travel-

HE “merry month of June” ushers in 
the close of the planting season except 
for replacement of annual plants that 

mature during summer months. The gar- 
den in general should be finished and sober- 
ly dressed for the summer for the days of 
floral splendor for 1925 are past, April be- 
ing the month of greatest beauty and at- 
traction. 

Nevertheless June is an important month 
in the garden, for under the siimulrs of 
uwakening spring and good care plants 
have made luxurious growth and ihis must 
be fostered and protected. The soft growth 


of earlier days will need sustaining, and. 


with increasingly hot weather will need 
more water and more frequent applicaticns 
uf water. Only by sustaining and maturing 
wood and softer tissue in good condition 
may we hope for continuance of vigor an‘l 
corgeous crops of flowers next spring. 
When the season of fullest bloom is past 
many garden owners of limited experier.ce 
ure prone to leave plants to their fate— 
harvest is over.- This may do for States 
east of the Rockies where summer raius 
are frequent and copious, and we have some 
drouth-resistant plants from Australia and 
Africa that will carry on; but they com- 
prise less than a twentieth of those we 
plant. We are’ approaching the period of 
greatest care if the integrity of the garden 
is to be maintained. } 
Plants are forced to occupy the garden 
even though unsuited to soil, climate and 
uvther factors. But weeds have chosen their 
place and are therefore eminently fitted to 
endure against all other vegetation. There- 


- fore weeds are more rugged and grow fast- 


er than the introcuctions and if left alone 
will soon reduce the letter to weak!ings, 
some of which must perish in the competi- 
tive strugele. Therefore, keep the gurden 
free from weeds. They rob other plants of 
sunshine, water and plant food, asiso of 
space for proper development. 

‘whe days are now warm and make a 
strong pull on moisture content. Water 
plants at night sc they may absorb mois- 
ture an’ e thereby steeled against the as- 
saults of Uld Sol on the morrow. Plants are 
reduced in vitality every warm day—give 
them moisture to restore them to freshness 
that they may ¢ -fiantly face the next day's 
heat. A limp drooping plant needs some 
uid and should not be left to face another 
day without an invigorating and freshening 
‘ower bath. If soil and plant begin the 
‘Tay cool and moist, the heat never becomes 
so great or effective as otherwise and the 
temperature and humidity of the atmos- 
phere throughout night and day are there- 
by somewhat equalized. 


Soil improvements 

Gardens are constantly in need of organ- 
ic matter in the soil to increase the humous 
content. Why then should we feed them in- 
organic or mineral matter? In early spring, 
before the soil is warm enough for bacteri- 
al action, early crops of flowers and vegeta- 
bles will profit by the stimulus furnished 
by nitrate of sode. The.e is no reason for 
its use other than as a stimulant. 

it is fairly well conceded that rotted sta- 
ble manure is ideal for the flower garden, 
for flowers need an excess of nitrogen with 


lesser supply of phosphorus and potash, 


und this combination the manure yields. 
it is ideal for fruit trees if phosphates and 
potash ar. added, but too nitrogenous for 
high quality fruits, therefore it should be 


supplemented with a high grade fertilizer 


low in nitrogen and high in the other two 
essential élemenit_.. But for the flower gar- 
den stable manure is ideal. It contains 
sufficient plant food and improves the phys- 
ical texture of the soil. 

Mut stable manure is scarce and hard to 
obtain; poultry manure is not much more 
plentiful and is too strong to be trusted 
with any who do not know how rightly to 
use it. Sheep manure is of little value 
compared with the price asked. If one 
uses poultry manure it Is better to thor- 
oughly mix it with an equal quantity of 
soil before applying it to the garden, even 
though it is to be spaded in. Failing in 
this, there are many brands and mixtures 
of commercial fertilizers on the market 
and none need be afraid to purchase them 
as our strict fertilizer law protects tae buy- 
er. Fertilizer manufacturers in no wise 
differ from makers of other goods. Those 
of any standing depend upon the reliabil- 
ity of their output to increase the demand 
for it. The contents and composition are re- 
quired by law to be printed upon a tag 
placed on every sack or package sold. The 
percentages are «xplained and analyses giv- 
en. The first number represents nit: ogen, 
the second phosphoric acid and the last 
potash. It may be 3-5-2, 5-8-3, 4-8-4, or 1/- 
10-5, the composition of any or all of these 
stand in nearly the same relation in the 
three elements. There is nothing mysteri- 
ous in the numbers or the contents of the 
sucks. But a 3-5-2 contains just half. as 
much food per ton as a 6-10-4, or one-third

as much as a 12-28, though the latter mu. 
ture is higher than anything now on the 
market, thirty units being the limit. But 
the higher the figures, the more per pound 
you pay and the highest is the cheayest for 
those wha buy by the ton as does the farm- 
er. For the garden, if the filler be animal 
manures and the nitrogen from organic 
sources, the ten-unit ‘is better.

Learn to 
distinguish the plants and seed pods of 
admired species so seeds may be gathered 
when ripe, for sowing ip the gardens next fall 
when the rains commcace. Thus may one 
have in abundance in one’s garden those 
wild flowers most admired and remove the 
temptation to remove large numbers from 
their native heath, thus preventing them 
from producing a much needed seed crop. 
We need a State law preventing the picking 
of more than a dozen stems of any species 
in the wilds.

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NE of the diversified farming activities 
of the Antelope Valley that is comi 
to the front is poultry raising. Those 
who have been in the valley for some time 
are paying more and more attention to it 
and new settlers cceming to the region to es- 
tablish farm homes show a partiality for it. 
One of the newer Antelope Valley residents 
who is showing an interest in chickens is 
W. J. Grow, who has purchased a thirty- 
acre farm of alfalfa and fruit, in the Tier- 
ra Bonita section near Lancaster. 


Grow had been for many years in 
1 estate and insurance business in 
Angeles, but longing for the farm, and 


a place to properly raise his two boys, led 
him to purchase his Antelope Valley tarm. 


Mr. and Mrs. Grow expect to make mon- 
ey on their farm as well as to make it a 
desirable home. Although having had no 
previous experience in raising chickens, 
the Grows decided that the poultry busi- 
ness offered a good opportunity. A poultry 
plant for 2500 hens was planned in advance 
and the ground was laid out so as to 
vide for the best arrangement of buildings 
and runs. A number of plans for poultry 
houses were looked over, but ultimately. it 
was decided to build a “University Type” 
laying house. Due to what seemed an ex- 
cessive cost for gcod lumber and the knowl- 
edge that cheap lumber does not do well in 
the valley climate, Mr. Grow decided to 
build his houses from concrete blocks. A 
good concrete block layer was secured for 
the masonry, but Mr. Grow and his family 
did the carpenter work themselves, and 
did it very creditably. 


Two twenty-foot units were first complet- 
ed and used as trooding houses. Although 
Mr. Grow had had no previous experience 
in brooding chicks, he made up for this by 
cafeful attention to details, and by follow-

with less than 7 per cent mortality. The 
first chicks secured were Leghorns, but Mr. 
Grow intends to keep a flock of one of the 
heavy breeds, as well as Leghorns, when 
his plant is completed.

In 
1908, a mutual water company was organ- 
ized on a share basis and bought out the 
first corporation. It extended the canal 
and levee systems and perfected title to the 
water rights. It was in operation until re- 
cent years.

Irrigation water is ob- 
tained from a well 170 feet deep, by means 
of a seven and one-half horsepower motor 
operating a 4-inch pump. The older alfalfa 
is said to have produced eight crops and 
was cut once for feed, while the later plant- 
ing was cut seven times for hay and once 
for feed. Besides feeding the dairy herd,

“he field superintendent estimated the 
yield at 500 crates per acre. Prices early 
in the season ran as high as $3 per crate, 
and as the season of harvest drew toward a 
close ran $2 to $2 75, a profitable figure. 

The in-gathering of onions is an interest- 
ing process. In this onion “patch” a horse 
drawn cutter severs the roots; then the on- 
fons are gathered in piles, and the tops 
and rootlets cut off. They are graded for 
size and quality and crated in knock-down 
crates which require no nailing except for 
the top siats. One hundred and twenty- 
five men and women were kept busy in the 
Maan company field during the harvest. 


Expert Will Diagnose 
Vineyard Troubles 


EL CENTRO.—Harry E. Jacob, specialist 
of the division of vitaculture, University of 
California, has begun a comprehensive in- 
vestigation of the vine troubles in the Im- 
perial Valley. Dying vines here brought 
Prof. F. T. Bioletti, chief of this division, to 
the valley, and he made a survey, finding 
improper soil moisture regulation, the 
Christmas frost, combined with nematodes 
and other pests were causing the trouble. 
He recommended an exten investigation 
by some competent expert.

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ENTURA.—One hundred and forty-three 

years ago the mission of San Buenaven- 

tura was founded by Junipero Serra at 
the site of the city which today bears its ab- 
breviated name. Less than six years before, 
the revolution had begun on the opposite 
side of the continent, but its echoes were 
faint in Alta California. The mission pros- 
pered mightily. Twenty years after its es- 
tablishment it was written that this mis- 
sion had “finer herds of cattle and rmcher 
fields than any other mission, and her gar- 
-dens and orchards are visions of wealth | 
and beauty.” 

The first structure built in 1782, was de- 
stroyed by fire. In 1794, the records show, 

Perhaps it was at this time that the re- 
markable water system of the mission was 
built. The exact date of construction of this 
{,atem is pot known, but vestiges of it 
still remain to attest the engineering ability 
of the builders. The ditch contained much 
stone and cement work, but was open for 
the most part. Two massive stone aque- 
ducts were constructed, one crossing Brea 
canyon a few miles out of Ventura and the 
other at the mouth of Canyada canyon, 
where fragments of it on the great Canada 
Larga y Verde ranch of the Canet family 
may still be seen by travelers on the Ojai 
‘highway. 

At the brow of the hill just below the old 
Hill school a massive settling tank was 
built, partly, no doubt, to provide a reser- 
voir in case ‘hostile Indians broke the ditch 
and diverted the water. This settling tank 
still endures and it would require dynamite 
to destroy it. The padres were credited 
with having brought the secret of Roman 
cement from Eusope. Whether they did or 
not, their cement work was good. Three 
lines of good vitrified pipe led from this 
settling pool to the old church.

Germs must live. They must have food 
on which to thrive. This accumulated mvu- 
cous and pus constitutes bacterial food. 
Where there is no accumulation there can 
be no infection. 


This law holds true in the same sense 
as “where there ie no filth, there can be no 
flies.” 

If nature is attempting to clean baby's 
body by the discharge of accumulated 
filth, assist that process and be thankful 
that it occurs. 


It is true that perhaps baby is cross and 
irritable while it occurs. This happens 
in any “housecleaning” process. The 
energies of the body are devoted toward 
purification instead of toward sorma’ 
function. 


The medicine route so commonly and fool- 
ishly resorted to by many mothers does 
naught but suppress the pus and mucus 
seeking to escape. 

It is true that certain drugs will stop the 
“cold” associated with nasal discharges. 
That is accomplished by depressing the 
nerves governing the organs of elimination, 
or by retarding the activity of the elimina- 
tive processes. 

Ifa baby patient goes to the medical 
physician, without doubt “results” will be 
obtained in a quicker time than if he goes 
to the drugless physician. Suppression is 
quicker than elimination. 

Mothers find it somewhat difficult to 
coherently piece together baby’s series of 
suppressed colds and the sharp crisis in 
disease that occurs after the suppression. 

These colds can be driven back into the 
system again and again, and sooner or 
later enough of the body wastes will have 
accumulated to create a fertile environmeat 
for bacterial development—presto! the 
acute, infectious disease such as typhoid, 
diphtcria, pneumonia or some other such 
ailment. 

What, however, should be the sensible 
procedure when baby’s respiratory and 
First and 
“doctorphobic.” 

If a chemical prescription is resorted to, 
the result cannot be anything but injurious 
to baby. : 

For the simple, uncomplicated cold with 
“running nose,” please let it alone, I 
would rather that you enforce a rigid “do 
nothing” than even the usual “do some- 
thing” program. 

In prac ly every case, this kind of a 
cold heals spontaneously of its own accord, 
without assistance, and above all, without 
the complications of after-effects sc fre 
quently encountered. | 

A number of common-sense measures 
however, do pragent themselves. No “cold” 
can occur un‘ess there has been both over- 
feeding and wrong feeding. 

Since the nasal discharges are nature's 
effort to get rid of the waste materials, we 
most assuredly ought not to place more 
wastes in the body. Thas it, stop feeding 
altogether for from twelve hours to forty- 
eight hours, at least. If this is imprac- 
tical, reduce the feeding markedly. 
~ If baby is on a milk diet, double or triple 
the water dilutions of his bottle. If he be 
older and is fed on solid foods, place him 
on fruit juices or on a watery fruit diet 
for several days.

N EVERY large coinmunity, medical prac 

titioners have organized into various 
groupings. Large clinics, hospitals and 
sanatoriums are established. If a patient 
visits any of these clinics to see a certain 
doctor to whom he has been recommended, 
the average chances are that he will be 
referred to a specialist for examination of 
the throat, another for the heart, another 
for the stomach, another for the kidney and 
so on. The day of the general practitioner 
is giving away to an age of specialization. 

From the layman’s point of view, this has 
its disadvantages as well as its advantages. 

Of course, we must realize that the spe- 
cialist is probably better informed on the 
topic of his specialty than the average prac- 
titioner. His knowledge is mcre up-to-date, 
and sometimes more progressive. 

The principal criticism of specialization, 
however, is found in the peculiar psychol- 
ogy of the average specialist. If he hap 
pens to be a stomach specialist, he loses 
sight of the relationship of the rest of 
the body, and is wont to think in terms of 
stomach disorders exclusively. We know 
that it is a habit of mind to think in ‘the 
language of our profession or vocation. 
Following this individual bent, he far too 
often gives advice which ig detrimental.
